WORN FREE TRADE AXIOM.

In the review of the world's com- 


merce for llXXi issued by the bureau of 
foreign commerce of the department of 
state a table is published showing that 
the imports into the Dominion of Can- 
ada for the year mentioned amounted 
to $2(ttt,791,GUO and the exports to 
$'J11.7^5,800.

This excellent tabular showing vx» 


supplemented by the statement that 
"in spite of the preferential tariff ac- 
corded to products from Great Britain, 
United States goods are making steady 
Inroads into Canadian markets. The 
value of Imports from the United 
States In the last fiscal year was more 
than $10,000,000 larger than in the pre- 
ceding one, while imports from Great 
Britain increased some $0,000,000." 
But this condition of affairs does not 
satisfy our consul general at Montreal, 
a Mr. Bittinger, who remarks that 
"our trade will not increase as it 
should until reciprocal relations are en- 
tered upon," and who adds, "The tariff 
levied by the United States on Cana- 
dian goods is forcing the people of that 
country to look for other markets for 
their products, and necessarily they 
will purchase where they sell." 


It is rather singular that Mr. Bit- 


tinger should make this latter asser- 
tion in the face of the facts that ae 
presents. 
If his assumption were cor- 


rect we should find Great Britain, 
which took $109,342,200 worth of Cana- 
dian products in 1902, selling more to 
the people of Canada than the United 
States, whose imports from the Domin- 
ion amounted to only $71.196,500 In 
the same year. But the records show 
that, although we bought $38,145,700 
less from the Canadians thnn the Brit- 
ish did in 1902, we actually sold $71,- 
594,200 more than Great Britain did 
to the Canadians, despite a heavy 
preferential tariff in their favor. 


This shows conclusively that there 


is no ground for Mr. Bittinger's asser- 
tion that if we opened our ports 
freely to the Canadians they would 
necessarily buy more from us than 
they do at present. It Is not true, and 
the table shows that it is not, that peo- 
ple "necessarily purchase where thej 
sell.1' 
The acts of selling and pur- 


chasing, despite the absurd contention 
of the free traders that trade between 
nations is nothing more than barter, 
are as a rule entirely dissociated. The 
Canadians who buy from us do not 
do so because some other Canadians 
have sold their products to Americans; 
they take our goods because they want 
them and because they can obtain 
them more cheaply from us thnn from 
our competitors. 
If 
the tariff on 


Canadian goods imported into this 
country were wholly removed it is im- 
probable that the people of the Domin- 
ion would buy any more from us than 
they do at present unless we proved 
ourselves able to undersell our chief 
competitor in those lines in which he 
still has the call In our neighbor's 
markets. A close analysis of the com- 
position of the British exports to Can- 
ada will show that they are made up 
of classes of articles in which we are 
not ready to compete and of which we 
now take from Great Britain more 
than the Dominion does. 


The argument that a people "neces- 


sarily will purchase where they sell" 
has not a leg to stand upon. If it had 
we should not be called upon to note 
the fact that Great Britain's imports 
were $2,573,698,000 in 1902, while her 
exports were only $1,379,847,300 in the 
same year. 
Does any one imagine 


that the reciprocal idea could be ap- 
plied so as to balance Great Britain's 
purchases and sales? Let any one ask 
himself the question, Why does Great 
Britain go on buying over a billion 
dollars' worth more goods annually 
than she sells? and he will find in 
struggling for the answer that it is be- 
cause that country is a creditor nation 
and is thus enabled to draw from other 
countries more than she gives in re- 
turn. It is only by buying more than 
she sells that Great Britain can effect 
a settlement with her debtors. Under 
the circumstances is it not absurd to 
assume that these debtors ought to re- 
ceive as many goods from Great Brit- 
ain as they send to her? If they did 
how would Great Britain ever get 
even ? 


We repeat, reciprocity of the kind 


Mr. Bittinger advocates is unattainable 
and undesirable. 
Great Britain can- 


not hope to sell as much to the people 
of the United States as she buys from 
this country because she is unable to 
furnish us with the commodities which 
we cannot ourselves produce and, on 
the other hand, because she Is able to 
obtain from us things which she re- 
quires on better terms than from any 
other nation. The idea of attempting 
to conduct trade on any other basis 
than that implied in buying what is 
needed and where it may be moat rea- 
sonably obtained Is too preposterous to 
merit attention. Reciprocity proposes 
to violate this fundamental rule. 
It 


suggests a recurrence to something like 
simple barter, and that is no longer 
possible In the complex stage our pres- 
ent 
civilization 
has 
rcached.--San

THE WILD ANGLERS. 


ANIMAL FISHERS THAT ARE QUICK, 


SURE, WARY AND SHY. 


Chief liuon« Tbem Ar«r the Hero*.

"Any one who can suppress for 


awhile his wjjft-rness with the rod on 
a trout stream and summon patience to 
lie in w-.iit and watch the ty;iys of 
beasts and L:r<ls," said one who iiad 
evidently been able to do so, "will dis- 
cover that he is cot the only fisher in 
those waters. 
Chief among the other 


fishers are the heron, the kingfisher, 
the mink, the water snake and the 
snapping turtle. 


"An angler passing down in a brook 


intent on his rod will rarely see any of 
these wild fishers at their work, for 
they are ail wary and shy, perhaps 
with the exception of the water snake. 
No angler has ever fished between the 
elder skirted banks of any trout stream 
without discovering one or more of 
these reptiles— harmless except as to 
their woeful appetite for trout— twisted 
around 
some overhanging 
branch, 


•watching for prey. 


"One day while fishing in a Sullivan 


county brook I lay down in the shade 
of n maple to eat ray lunch and smoke 
a pipe. While thus in quietude I saw a 
blue heron drop down on the edge of 
the brook only a rod or two away. Aft- 
er a few minutes of statuesque watch- 
ing the long legged bird darted its 
head down into the water, withdrew It 
with a large trout in its bill and flew 
away. 


"Not more than five minutes after 


the heron had disappeared a mink 
came swimming up the brook. In a 
pool nearly within my reach the mink 
dived. A moment later it appeared 
with a good half pound trout In its 
mouth. 


"This expert fisher had scarcely gone 


Its way when a harsh voiced kingfisher 
alighted on a dead limb overhanging 
the brook twenty yards from where I 
lay. The bird was not long on the limb 
before down it went in the water and 
came up wtth a trout. I was trying to 
figure out what the probable drain on 
the trout population of the country 
might be from the Inroads of these 
wild marauders when a water snake 
came gliding up the stream carrying a 
trout in its mouth that was big enough 
to talk about. Then I thought it was 
, time for me to get to fishing again be- 
fore these expert and, persistent wild 
fishers had robbed me of my chance 
for sport. 


"Herons, like snapping turtles, select 


the largest trout for their prey. They 
usually fish at the foot of some deep 
pool. Poised on one Jong, slender leg, 
the heron, as immovable as if it were 
carved from stone, waits patiently the 
passing of some lusty trout from the 
rapid water below into the pool. 


"The wait is seldom a long one. Sud- 


denly the long neck shoots out like an 
arrow, and the great bill Is buried for 
an instant in the water. The aim is 
rarely at fault, and when the bird's 
head appears in sight again a large 
trout usually conies up with it. The 
heron rises lazily from the creek, trail- 
ing its spindling legs, and flies homo 
with its savory burden. 


"Late in the season, when trout begin 


to congregate where small spring runs 
empty into the stream, the heron will 
be found fishing there, as it seems to 
know well, as does the kingfisher, all 
the habits of the fish it loves so well to 
feed upon. One heron with a free scope 
on a trout stream will likely take from 
it a thousand trout, many of theus 
heavy with spawn, during the time this 
big bird fishes, which is from the time 
the ice leaves the creeks in the spring 
until it forms on them again the fol- 
lowing winter. 


"The mink fishes all winter long as 


well as in the summer. In fact, it is 
during the icebound period that it is 
most destructive to trout. 


"The kingfisher is not so certain in its 


aim as the heron, but one failure never 
discourages this winged marauder. It 
will resume its perch on the dead limb 
—an outlook it seems to prefer— settle 
down with its watchman's rattle cry 
and watch and dive until the prize is 
won. 


"The kingfisher is no stickler for size 


In trout, but tries for the first that 
comes along. It is a greedy fisher, or, 
rather, perhaps the family that it feeds 
has an insatiable appetite, for the bird 
has been known to return ten times to 
the same place within an hour and 
carry away a trout every time. A 
catch which it makes in that length of 
time the best of anglers nowadays 
would consider something to boast of. 


"Water snakes, basking by the hun- 


dreds along every trout stream, fish 
with go much tact and cunning that 
they number their prey by thousands 
from the time they come out of their 
hibernating places, which is as soon as 
the weather begins to get warm, until 
the approach of winter drives them 
back into their holes. 


"There Is no knowing to how great a 


degree the trout retaliate on the snakes 
for their warfare, but that they do 
make reprisals Is known to every an- 
gler, for many a big trout when 
dressed Is found to have from one to 
three young water snakes In his stoin- 
sch. 


"It is fortunate not only for the 


trout, but for all kinds of brook, pond 
and river fishes, that the snapping tur- 
tle is of extremely slow growth and 
that Its eggs are themselves the prey 
or birds, smiles, muskrats and various 
predatory things, for it In one of the 
deadliest foes to the finny tribe. Bulky

There was a time in countries fai 
from the sea when primitive man nev- 
er iis^-d suit in his food, and it was 
only when nations advanced in civili- 
zation that salt became an absolute ne- 
cessity. 


Kut it was not alone as food that salt 


Among the ancients a salt 
spring was regarded as a gift of the 
gods, and It was believed that any salt 
found in the soil lent it a peculiar sanc- 
tity and made it a place where prayers 
were most readily heard. Every meal 
that included salt h;ul a certain sacred 
character, creating a bond of piety and 
friendship between host and guest: 
hence the expression, "There is salt 
between us." meaning friendship, and 
to be -untrue to salt" means to be dis- 
loyal or ungrateful. 


In the middle ages, when all classes 


and degrees sat at the same boswd, 
they were placed according to rank, 
above or below the great saltcellar, 
which always stood in the middle and 
marked the dividing social line. "Above 
the salt" meant "of high degree." Be- 
low the salt were the yeomanry, serfs 
and vassals of the feudal tlaj-s. A good 
description of this custom may be 
found in "Ivanhoe" where Cedric, tSe 
Saxon, entertains his vassals and 
friends. 


A pinch of salt is always considered 


lucky in cooking. To take anything 
"with a pinch of salt" means to excuse 
or make allowances for it. A "salt" is 
a sailor. To salt one's conversation 
means to make it sparkle. Salt Is al- 
ways employed in a sense of benefit or 
strength. 


The Bible has many references to 


salt, among them being "Ye are the 
salt of the earth," Matthew v, 13, and 
St Paul says, "Let your speech be al- 
ways with grace seasoned with salt." 


Salt is used by Catholics in baptism. 


They consider it a symbol of wisdom 
and put a few grains in the mouth of 
the person baptized.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Care of Trees. 


To the Editor of The 
Herald: — 


This is the time of the year when old 
trees should be removed 
and 
new 


ones planted in their 
places. 
The 


rocts, of course, should be kept thor- 
oughly moist 
in 
transplanting, and 


when planted in their new locations 
the trees should 
be well 
puddled. 


The hole should be made large and 
deep and the roots should be straight- 
ened out beiore the tree is put into 
the hole, while all of the bruised and 
broken roots should be cut off. 


In the spring, when the trees com- 


mence to put out, is the time to pre- 
part for insects. Many of these can 
be removed by spraying the bark of 
the trees. 
Fly paper 
and 
rings of 


cotton about the trees 
before 
the 


caterpillars begin to climb upward in 
the spring prove effective against this 
class of pests. 
The encouraging of 


insect-eating birds about the trees 
will cut the insect trouble to a mini- 
mum. Solitary trees or trees at even 
sidewalk distance 
from other trees 


are rarely ever seriously affected by- 
insect posts when proper precautions 
are taken for prevention. The tulip 
poplai aud black walnut are consid- 
ered as immune. 
There are wood-boiing insects, leaf-. 
eaters, rooot, bud and seed-destroying 
insects, and while many of these may 
be killed on the trunk of 
the trea, 


beneficial birds should be encouraged 
to prevent their depicdations, but the 
greatest enemy to the trees is the
